Since  the  publication  of  this  pamphlet,  a  new  book.  Crisis  in  Covrauui 
by  Richard  A.  Gabriel  and  Paul  L.  Savage  (New  York:  Mill  ami  Wang,  1978), 
has  appeared.  It  is  a  provocative  and  timely  study  of  Anericar-  rf /  f  i  ta//-  y 
ethical  dilemmas.  The  authors  argue  that  much  of  the  disaster  of  Vietnar 
can  be  explained  not  by  political  ideology  but  by  a  collapse  in  morale  and 
performance  of  the  Officer  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army.  This  collap.se, 
according  to  the  authors,  was  prompted  by  an  emphasis  on  "management"  ir 
lieu  of  "leadership."
